Scenario: It’s the night before your 
office closes for the holidays and a well- 
meaning co-worker gives you a present. 
The problem? You didn’t have him on 
your shopping list. 
Solution: In case of a gift-giving 
disaster, call on your emergency 
supply of tact and poise. 
How to fake it: Don’t even try faking 
it, etiquette guru Lizzie Post says. 
Gift-giving is not necessarily a 
reciprocal act, so don’t beat yourself 
up too badly if your co-worker or friend 
springs a sneak-attack gift on you. 
“The worst mistake you can make is 
to say something like, ‘Yours is in the mail’ 
or ‘I’m bringing gifts tomorrow’ or any other 
excuses that are fueled by guilt,” she said. “Make 
sure you take the time to appreciate the gift and thank them 
genuinely, because when you change the conversation to excuses, 
it takes the focus off the sweet thing that person has done.” 


THE BIG DINNER PARTY 


Scenario: It’s your turn to host your nearest and dearest for a holiday dinner, and tradition dictates an

Solution: Holiday gatherings don’t have to be complicated to be festive, so downsize creatively. 

How to fake it: Invite your friends over for all of their favorite warm winter beverages, including hot apple 

cider, mulled wine, hot chocolate or eggnog, suggests Sherry Petersik, a home and entertaining blogger at 

younghouselove.com. These more specialized gatherings have a much smaller price tag than traditional 

holiday dinner parties, she said, and your guests might even appreciate a low-key, no-pressure get-together. 
“Offer inexpensive appetizers, such as biscotti or microwave popcorn on a tray surrounded by colorful 

ornaments,” Petersik said. “If you invite your friends over later in the evening, they will have already eaten and 


won't expect a full meal.”

The good news is a neutral 
summer dress can be paired with 
leggings or a cardigan for colder 
weather, says Kristen Kaim, store 
manager at Akira, a Chicago-based 
boutique chain for men and women.

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THE FEEDING FRENZY 


Scenario: You've already eaten your fill and now are 
faced with the temptation of yet another delicious buffet. 
Solution: Just like your favorite “Top Chef” judges, “cheat” 

by trying just a little bit of everything to avoid gorging. 

How to fake it: There is a simple strategy to avoid pack- 
ing on a winter paunch, says Naperville dietitian Laura 
Thompson. 

“Never go to a holiday party hungry,” she says. “Any 
time there’s free food or free drinks, you'll eat more than 
you usually do, and eating before you arrive can help 
you have less of whatever’s there.” 

Also keep in mind that although your cousin’s world- 
famous yule log-shaped cake may look tantalizing, you 
will have another opportunity to taste your holiday favor- 
ites. 

“People will not stop making cookies or brownies; they'll be 
there next year,” Thompson says. 


THE DECORATION FRUSTRATION 


Scenario: You want your home to capture the 
holiday spirit but don’t have the funds for a decoration 
shopping spree. 
Solution: Utilize the unexpected—and the untraditional—as 
holiday home decorations. 
How to fake it: Some of the best holiday decorations can be 
scrounged up from around your house, says Melisa Jiminez, 
owner of Printer’s Row-based floral shop Sweet Petals. 
“!'d say about 95 percent of all women have some dried 
branches, river rocks or potpourri around their house,” she says. 
Place a handful of stems in votives, clear shot glasses or other small 
containers to add punches of festive color around the house. Tie an old ribbon 
around the base, and you’ve just DIY-ed your way to lux holiday decorations on a Scrooge’s budget. 
In fall, Petersik advises neutral, earthy material such as raw burlap for a table runner witha 
handful of pears or gourds on a cake stand for a centerpiece.

Scenario: Your holiday card list is growing, and you don’t 
have the time—or cash—to send so many season's greetings. 
Solution: Migrate your year-end well-wishes to the Web.

Paint sets tone 
for home’s vibe 


Situation: What are the best paint 
colors to use in a small space? 


Solution: Use light colors 
to expand a room and dark 
ones to enclose it. 


If you ask 10 decorators to list their Top 10 paints, you'll get 100 dif- 
ferent recommendations. If you take the game a step further and 
ask for small-space suggestions, your decorators probably will divide 
themselves into two camps. There are the “sky” people who love 
light, airy colors that expand the sense of a room’s space, and there 
are the “cave” people who believe in embracing the smallness of a 
room by using dark colors to make it as cozy as possible. 

Ima sky person, but I don’t believe that one option is better than 
the other—it’s up to who’s living in those rooms, Whether you're a 
sky person, a cave person, or something in between, here are a few 
options that tend to work well in small spaces. 


Light colors 

Tm a fan of Benjamin Moore’s consistent quality, especially its Aura 
line of non-toxic paints. Decorator’s White is a good, bright white, 
but I prefer something that’s grounded with just a little bit of color. 
Horizon is a cool, misty gray, while Swiss Coffee is a warmer, creamier 
color. If you're looking for something a little less expensive, Behr’s 
Irish Mist is a cloudlike gray that’s so light it looks like off-white. 


Dark colors 

Deep grays and browns add mystery and romance to a room. 
Benjamin Moore’s Witching Hour is a sophisticated slate color, while 
Ralph Lauren’s Galvanized is a warm espresso that’s dark and sexy. If 
you want something really layered and complex, try a deep aubergine, 
such as Farrow & Ball’s Brinjal 222. 


Bold colors 

Tiny spaces, such as bathrooms and entryways, are ideal candidates 
for a shot of bright color. These areas lack extra furnishings, so you 
don’t have to worry about matching a paint color to your sofa. I love 
seeing French blue in an entryway, and my favorite right now is Ralph 
Lauren’s Tulum Blue. 


Finishes 
Even if you choose the perfect paint color, it can fall flat without the 
right finish. High-gloss finishes are hard to pull off, since they reveal 
the scratches, nicks and flaws in walls, but matte (or flat) finishes 
aren't as easy to clean. Eggshell or satin finishes, which have a gently 
polished surface, are a good compromise. A good rule of thumb is to 
use flat finishes in low-traffic areas, eggshell in medium-traffic spaces 
such as hallways and living rooms, and semi- 

gloss in places that need a lot of 

cleaning, like a kitchen 

backsplash.

First Hispanic justice Sonia Sotomayor 
getting ‘rock star’ treatment in D.C.

Apparently, no one told Sonia Sotomayor that Supreme Court justices are supposed to be circum- 
spect, emerging from their marble palace mainly to dispense legal wisdom to law schools, judges’ 


conferences and lawyers’ meetings. 


Since becoming the first Hispanic justice, Sotomayor has mamboed with movie stars, exchanged 
smooches with musicians at the White House and thrown out the first pitch for her beloved New 
York Yankees. A famous jazz composer even wrote a song about her: “Wise Latina Woman.” 

In short, Sotomayor has become a celebrity— all without having made a single major decision 


at the nation’s highest court. 


Supreme Court justices “should be the celebrities,” said Bob Thompson, professor of TV and 
popular culture at Syracuse University. “Given the nature of our governmental system, these are 
the people that every citizen should know. These are important people.” 

Yet few Americans can name most of the justices, Thompson said. 

“Many, many, many more Americans can name the Seven Dwarfs than they can the people on 


the Supreme Court,” he said. 


Not so for Sotomayor. Autograph seekers, picture takers and well-wishers hound her wher- 
ever she goes, months after her confirmation hearing, swearing-in and first appearance in the 


courtroom 


Here is a sampling of what the country’s newest justice has been up to outside the court. 


Dancing the mambo 
One of the most popular YouTube clips of 
Sotomayor is her confidently mamboing—in 
heels! —with “La Bamba” actor Esai Morales at 
a National Hispanic Foundation for the Arts 
function just weeks after she was confirmed. 
The song Sotomayor and Morales were danc- 
ing to? Bobby Sanabria’s “Sotomayor Mambo.” 

And that’s not the only song dedicated to 
her. Grammy award-winning jazzman Arturo 
O’Farrill and the Afro Latin Jazz Orchestra this 
month debuted “Wise Latina Woman,” penned 
by O’Farrill and commissioned by The Bronx 
Museum of the Arts and Symphony Space in 
honor of Sotomayor. 


Declining interviews 

Apart from a C-SPAN pro- 
gram that interviewed all 
the justices, she is refusing 
TV, magazine and newspaper 
interview requests, including 
a request for comment from 
The Associated Press for this 
story. Sotomayor even nixed 
plans by famed photographer 
Annie Liebowitz to shoot her 
for a photo spread in Vogue 


magazine. 


She did allow Latina magazine to photo- 
graph her inside the Supreme Court build- 
ing, but Sotomayor wouldn't submit to a for- 
mal interview even though a friend wrote the 
accompanying article. 


Getting noticed 
Even though she’s avoided interviews, peo- 
ple recognize Sotomayor everywhere. 

“She is the first Latino, Latina to sit on 
the Supreme Court and that’s powerful. She’s 
a powerful role model,” said Thomas Saenz, 
president and general counsel of the Mexican 
American Legal Defense and Educational Fund. 
“She will have an effect on Latino children 
akin to the effect that the election of the first 
African-American president has had and will 
have on African-American children and that’s 
encouraging. And for all of that she deservedly 
gets treated like a rock star.” 


Upstaging celebrities 
Recently, the new justice attended a White 
House celebration of Latino music. 

At that event, only Sotomayor 
got a standing ovation when 
President Obama read a list 
of famous Hispanics from 
government, music and acting 
who were present, including 
George Lopez, Jimmy Smits, 
Los Lobos, Sheila E. and Eva 
Longoria Parker. 

Parker later pulled 
Sotomayor on stage with all 
the musicians and the first 
family as everyone hugged 
and exchanged smooches 
during the finale.
